HESCRIPTION OF A MOON-HAVEN FISHING FROLIC. 
Mn. Fniron,—Among the fashionable sports that 
are mdulged by the good citizens of Moon-Haven, may 
se numbered fishing excursions. From the first of 
june to the latter part of August, the number of per- 
sons (including the fair sex) daily engaged in them, 
may be safely computed at three hundred. The 
packets and boats which are occupied for the purpose, 
venerally start at an early hour in the morning, and 
run from three to ten miles below Fort Idleness, to dif-

Moon-Haven, July 10, 1825. 
DEAR SWEFTTRIPE, 

In my last epistle I gave you an account of the 
Mummy, and a’so of the unassuming and intelligent 
overseers of the several Museums. I have now 
something to communicate that will, undoubtedly, 
make you stare. Cousin Luther, who has been in 
Moon-Haven nearly two years, aad lately opened a 
dry zoods shop en his own account, is quite a fashion- 
able fellow,—egad, 1 thin’: he’s quite the go,” as 
the man says in the play. He invited me a few days 
since to go upm a “* fishing flolic, below, for my 
health.’ ashe termed it, JT could not give an imme- 
dia‘c answer to his invitation, as | dia not know that 
the ** old man’ would consent to it, considering | had 
been with him but three weeks, and had several box- 
es of sugar to barrel off. However, | popped the ques- 
tion, and he w’s willing to indulge me. I made pre- 
piration accordingly ; sold a hundred pounds of suzar 
for cash, and entered it in the “* sales” as twenty-five 
pounds. ‘Thursday last was the day appointed for the 
frolic. I rose early in the morning and dressed myself 
in handsome style, (supposing it fashionable to make 
a blaze on such an occasion) and proceeded to China- 
wharf, where I found, on board the packet Swit, 
cousin Luther, and about forty other ‘* well-dressed 
citizens.» The packet started about six o’clock, and 
proceeded down chaunel wiih the tide and a light 
southerly wind. Soon after leaving the wharf, we 
commenced drinking bottled cider, some of the parly

From 
the circumstance of my having a sweet breath, | was 
chosen overseer of the clam openers, and made those 
under me know that I felt the importance and responsi- 
bility of my situation. ‘The offices, of course, were 
filled by respectable persons, for there were none other 
on board. ‘There were appointed on the committee on 
intemperance, a lawyer, a merchant, and a watch- 
maker—two of whom were, soon after their appoint. 
ment, too much fuddled to discharge their arduous 
duties. Our cook was, by calleng, an “* editor”—but 
whether he could give more satisfaction in the latter 
chagaeter than in the ore in which he figured fora 
few hours on board the Swift, is a matter of doubt. 
His chowder was rich and excellent ; but that was not

I hear that one of them was, a 
few days since, so much frightened at the machinery 
of a steam boat, that, to prevent his jumping ever- 
board, the captain had to land him at China-wharf. 
He probably thought it was a mad dog. 

We breakiasted soon after eight o’clock, and at ten 
reached the “ fishing ground, several miles below the 
Sailor's Guide, where, owing toa high wind and a 
strong cur:ent, we had to anchor. Large cod and 
haddock soon made their appearance in great quanti- 
ties ; and, the vessel riding in a heavy swell, many of 
the party began to cast up their accounts with “* dad 
Neptune.”? A hatter, who stood next to me, while in 
the act of pulling up a cod, scattered the contents of 
his stomach to the four winds of Heaven—and a large 
part of them lodged upon my new pantaloons. ‘* Blast 
your mouth and eyes, can’t you go forward and — ?” 
said !. ‘1 shall not lose this fish to accommodate you, 
sir,” he answered, and then his stomach hove again. 
Oh, what a time! In less than half an hour, ten of 
the company were “ worse than useless,” and among 
them was the doctor. His mate, however, weathered 
the storm, and was assiduously engaged in attending 
to his patients. Salt pork dipped in molasses and pure 
gin were the only salutary restoratives offered ; but 
the sick simpletons pronounced the appearance of the 
one very offensive to the eye, and the flavor of the 
other equally so to the stomach. Alter fishing about 
two hours, during which time were caught upwards of 
eighty fine fish, the anchor was weighed, and the ves- 
sel started for Short Island ;--props and cards again

THe Deap Laxcvaces. On no subject purely 
literary, perhaps, is there se much contrariety 
of opinion, as on the utility of a knowledge of 
the Dead Languages. Many persons, those, of 
course, who have passed years of their lives in 
acquiring Greek and Latin, eontend, that, with- 
ont an acquaintance with these languages, it is 
impossible to understand the force and beauty 
of our own, or to write it with any considerable 
degree of accuracy, purity, or elegance. In 
the view of such persons, there can be no such 
thing as an English scholar, and the terms are 
contradictory and incongruous. Others have 
decried the languages of the Greeks and Ro- 
mans, az useless to the moderns, and attempted 
to prove ‘hat all necessary, useful, and elegant 
literary accomplishments can be acquired with- 
out them. It is probable that, in this case, as 
in many other controverted questions, the truth 
lies between the extremes. Sad experience 
has taught us that he, whois ignorant of the 
dead languages, is often subjected to incon- 
yenaence and mortification, and is deprived of 
maiy rich sources of intellectual pleasure and 
imorovement, which are open to his more for- 
tunate cotemporaries. We have been taught, 
too, by observation, that many a learned fool, 
proud of his Greek and Latin, and vain of the 
initials of honorary degrees, which he has paid 
for in doilars, is unable to speak his vernacular 
tongue with propriety, or to write it intelligi- 
bly. ‘The value of a mere English education 


fifty doll#:s value, in each of two schools, while 
other schools of equal importance and utility, 
receive no such distinction, is, in our humble 
opinion, fraught with the most mischievous and 
pernicious consequences. ‘There being but 
one, the competition for attaining it will natur- 
ally be confined to two or three at most, and 
those who have no hope of getting it will hard- 
ly think the silver medal of two dollars value, 
worth striving for, and of course, all incentive 
to exertion lingers and dies. The project goes 
to set np an aristocratic distinction in the schools 
which 18 altogether at variance with our pres- 
ent well-known, safe, democratic system. Why 
should the pupils at the Latin and Classical 
school be so distinguished, and stand so much 
higher in any gentleman’s affections than the 
writing and grammar schools ? a «! why should 
a boy receive fifty dollars for treating his mas- 
ter with respect and his fellows with urbanity ? 
Every boy of common understanding can per- 
ceive, long before the period of examination, 
who is to be the successful candidate ; and n 

one who is acquainted with human nature will 
pretend, that such a knowledge will tend to 
promote improvement, or mutual urbanity of 
deportment, among the members of a school, or 
to increase the feelings of respect for the in- 
structer.

NORTH AMERICA. 

The Edinburgh Review, No. 71, contains an 
article written by Sir James Mackintosh, 
from which the following is an extract. 
North America presents to our observation 


the extraordinary spectacle ofa commonwealth 
advancing with gigantic strides to imperial 


hitherto untried among powerful states. By a 
singular fortune, it has happened that the same 
European people have conquered the most an- 
cient seats of civilization in the East, and found- 
ed this new order of society in the Western 
world. At the same moment, we learn that the | 
site of Meroe is ascertained, or the remains of | 
Babylon surveyed in one quarter of the globe ; | 





while, in another, populous and flourishing re- | 
publics spring up in the wilderness, and indus- | 
try subdues the desert with rapidity which ex- | 
ceeds the course of the most renowned warri- | 
ors. In the dominions, or among the descen- ' 
dants of the English nation,we discover the most | 
venerable antiquity to which remembrance can | 
stretch, and the utmost progress in the time to | 
come, from which the most sanguine hopes of | 
enthasiasm can anticipate improvement. ‘There 
is 2 position of great dignity, in which no peo- 
ple, perhaps, was ever placed before. But 
there are many among us who seem ¢isposed 
to reject the better part of this high destiny. 
All whe, from whatever motive, either of nar- 
row faction or of political jealousy, regard 
America with unfriendly eyes, are strangely 
forgetful of the honor which redounds to their 
country from that monument of the genius and 
courage of Englishmen. It wae not thus that 
this great subject was viewed by the wisest 
men who have gone before us. “ We view 
the establishment of the English colomes on 
principles of liberty, (says Mr. Burke) as that 
which is to render this kingdom venerable to 
future ages. In comparison of this. we regard 
all the victories and conquests of our warlike 
ancestors, or of our own times, as barbarous. 
vulgar distinctions, in which mary nations whom 
we look upon with little respect or value, have 

equalled, if not far exceeded us. This is the 

peculiar and appropeate glory of England.

true Englishmen. Those who depart from it. 
either here or there, are atta nted, corrupted 
in blood, and whollv fallen trom their original 
rank avd value.

These words were intended to be address 4 
to the people of America, in Janusry i777. ( 
period of civil war) by a zealous friend of the 
supremacy of England, after the deciaration of 
American Independence. ‘The two English 
States, on both sides of the Atlantic, are sow 
indeed liable to those viscissitudes of war an 
peace to which popular interests a! passion: 
expese all independent countries ; but their 
friendly intercourse is perhaps still more en- 
dangered by popular animosities ; and its ¢ ..- 
tinnance depends in some measure en their 
habitual temper and feelings towards each oth- 
er. The glory of England is the establi-hment! 
of liberty in a great empire. To her belongs 
the moral discovery of habeas corpus and trial 
by jury; ofa popular representation and a free 
press. These institutions she sent forth with 
her colonies into the wilderness. By these in- 
stitutions they have grown into a mighty nation. 
The more they multiply and spread, the more 
splendid will the name of that nation become, 
which has bestowed these inestim:ble bless- 
ings on the world. The laws of England, 
founded on principles of liberty, are still, in 
substance, the code of America. Our writers, 
our statutes, the most modern decisions of our 
judges, are quoted in every court of justice 
from the St. Lawrence to the Mississippi. 
English law, as well as English liberty, are the 
fovncations on which the legislation of Ameri- 
cais founded. ‘The authority of our jurispru- 
dence may survive the power of our govern- 
ment, for as many ages as the laws of Rome 
commanded the reverence of Europe, aiter 
the subversion of her empire. Our language 
is as much that of America, as it is that of 
England. As America increases, the glory of 
the great writers of England increases with it. 
The admirers of Shakspeare and of Milton are 
multiplied. The fame of every future English- 
man of genius is more widely spread. Is it, 
then, unreasonable to hope that these ties of 
birth, of laws, of language, and of literature, 
may in time prevail over vulgar, ignoble, and 
ruinous prejudices ? Their ancestors were as 


, much the countrymen of Bacon and Newton, 


of Hampden and Sydney, as ours. They are 
entitled to their full share of that inheritance 
of glory which has descended from our com- 
mon forefathers. Neither the liberty of Eng- 
land, nor her genius, nor the noble language 
which that genius has consecrated, merits their 
disregard. All these honors are theirs, if they 
choose to preserve them. The history of 
Eneland, till the adoption of counsels adverse 
to liberty, is their history. We may still pre- 
serve or revive kindred feelings. They may 
claim noble ancestors ; and we may look for- 
ward to renowned desccndants—unless adverse 
preiudices should dispose them to reject those
